The  Koiiian  Catholic  Cathedral,  on  Notre  Danjc 
Street,  oj)posite  the  Place  dWrnies,  t!ic  most  spa- 
cioua  and  lofty  buildinjij  in  North  America,  liio 
Cathetb-al  of  Mexico  excepted,  and  which  will 
amply  repay  the  visitor  tbr  the  time  expended. 
Thin  Ohurrh  ha>  re<'ently  received  a  super!)  chinie 
often  b>'li.s»  wliich  have  been  placed  in  tlie  mothern 
to^ver,  aiid  in  the  s«»uth<rn  one,  a  single  hell,  the 
largest  ever  ciu^t  in  KngLuid,  >\tMghin»<?  1(>,3;'>2  Jha. 
is  to  be  placed. 

There  are  three  other  Roman  Catholic  chorclies 
in  tlie  city,  i.  e.  the  KecuUet  Church,  on  Noiro 
Dame  Street,  wliere  tlie  services  are  always  in 
En^Ush ;  the  )b»n.seconis  Church,  on  St.  P:uil 
Street,  and  St.  .lames,  or  the  Bishop's  Church, 
on  St.  Deiiis  Street.

The  Coile^e,  Hifuateii  on  (.  oUege  Street,  near 
Mdill  Street,  is  a  hir^e  bnildinK»  with  two  exten- 
sive win^'^s,  the  architectore  beinj?  very  plain,  hut 
durable.  Tiie  buiMinjr  in  calculatefi  to  a<  conuno- 
date  about  two  hundred  students,  he^i<les  the 
professors,  iK:c.,*and  nearly  that  numl>er  of  youni^ 
men  are  ccnistantly  receiving  an  ediuation  there. 
The  library  and  cabinet  of  cTniosities  belonging'  to 
the  College,  thou^rli  not  very  cxteufeive,  arc  proba- 
bly the  best  in  Montreal. 

The  Nunneries,  three  in  number,  are,  bst,  the 
Hotel  Dieu,  or  Black  Niuiuery,  ju  Bt.  Paul  J;Jtreet, 
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foundccl  by  Madamo  de  Bnillion,  in  1044,  for  the 
pdor,  mt'k  and  niainicd.

livening;: strains  of  the  military  bands  are  to  be 
hi-ard  every  tine  afti'Tnoon,  is  well  worthy  the  atten- 
tion of  the  visjitors  of  our  fair  city.
